attached hereto is a copy oi the memorandum that we're 
bringing up for preliminary discussion before the Intelligence Board 
next Tuesday. I think the memorandum is self-explanatory. 1 
might point out that the intelligence requirements established by 
these two ad hoc committees referred to in paragraph 2 of the cover- 
ing memorandum were supposed to represent the requirements of 
the national Intelligence Community. However, these ad hoc require- 
ments committees were not under the jurisdiction of the Intelligence 
Board and only certain members of the Intelligence Community were 
given the opportunity of participating in the determination of these 
requirements. 

I am convinced of the importance of the early and effective 
coordination of the intelligence aspects and requirements of the 
various space programs, . utter discussion of these questions by 
the OSIB next Tuesday and consideration of the matter by Mr. Hoy vv . 
Johnson, I plan to come forward with concrete proposals for such 
high level approval as may be appropriate.
